Little Journeys In Science 


CARBON DIOXIDE 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


Carbon dioxide is the gas produced 
whenever carbon or any of the com- 
mon fuels, all of which contain car- 
hon, burn in oxygen or air. It is also 
formed in certain processes such as 
fermentation and the decay of 
organic matter. Large quantities 
also escape from volcanoes and’ 
crevices in the earth. It is present 
in the open air to the extent of about 
three parts in 10,000. This relatively 
small amount is essential to the life 
of all plarts and hence it indirectly 
serves to supply us with our food. 

One of the essentials of the life 
process in animals is the slow com- 
bination of the oxygen, taken in by 
the lungs, wita the food which has 
been consumed. This reaction liber- 
ates the heat which keeps the body 
warm. The products of this body 
combustion, carbon 
water vapor, are exhaled with each 
breath. 

At first thought it would seem 
that the constant production of. this 
great amount of carbon dioxide must 
fill the atmosphere with the gas. 
The fact is, however, that when pure 
air in the country is analyzed, it is 
never found to contain more than 
taree or four parts in 10,000, This 
is because most plants reverse the 
process which takes place in ani- 
mals; they take carbon dioxide from 
the air and give off oxygen. 

Carbon dioxide is without color or 
odor and is about 1.5 times as heavy 
as air. At ordinary temperatures 
one volume of water dissolves about 
one volume of gas but under pres- 
sure much more will dissolve, a 
property used in preparing effer- 
vescing soft drinks. 

It is well known that carbon 
dioxide escapes through openings in 
the earth’s crust. In a cave near 
Naples, enough carbon dioxide issues 
from the cracks in its floor to form 
a layer from two to three feet deep 
along the bottom. If a man and a 
small dog walk through the cave, 
while the dog quickly becomes un- 
conscious, and. soon dies if not res- 
cued, the man, whose head is well 
above the layer of poisonous gas, 
feels no bad effects. This cave, be- 
cause of its fatal effect on dogs, is 
called Grotta del Cane, which means 
the “cave of the dog”.

— With three members 
jumping party lines, tae House of 
Commons placed, its approval on 
titles for Canadians. 

By a vote of 113 to 94, Conserva- 
tives defeated a motion to restrain 
the prime minister from making 
further recommendations to the king 
for titles and honors. : 

Lining up with the Liberals, Pro- 
gressives “and United Farmers in 
support of the’ non-titles motion, 
sponsored by Humphrey Mitchell, 
Labor member for East Hamilton, 
were two Ontario ‘Conservatives, 
George Spotton, North Huron, and I. 
D. Cotnam, North Renfrew. On the 
other hand Sir Eugene Fiset, Liberal, 
Rimouski, former deputy minister of 
national defence, joined the govern- 
ment forces. 

In the biggest vote of the session, 
with pairs unrecognized, the govern- 
ment had one of the smallest, if not 
the smallest majority since it came 
into office in 1930. Conservatives 
have a working majority of 30 over 
all parties':in the house, with one 
vacancy. 

Premier R. B. Bennett defended 
titles on the ground they were recog-.

PACT REJECTED 
BY U.S. SENATE 


Washington. — The St. Lawrence 
waterway treaty, negotiated by the 
governments of ex-president Herbert 
Hoover and Prime Minister R. B. 
"Bennett in its present form, was a 
dead issue as far as the United 
States senate was concerned. Not 
so at the White House, where even 
as President Roosevelt admitted the 
rejection of hig request for ratifica- 
tion, he intimated he would reintro- 
duce the measure in some form. 

The administration’s attitude was 
expressed as being “as sure as 
death” a St. Lawrence seaway would 
be. built. Mr. Roosevelt himself ex- 
pressed apprehension that failure of 
the senate to’ ratify would place the 
canal entirely under Canadian con- 
trol. 

The certainty of a channel capable 
of carrying ocean going freighters 
from the head of the great lakes to 
the Atlantic was echoed by Senator 
Kcbert Lafollette, Progressive-Re- 
publican of Wisconsin, one of the 
lsading advocates of the treaty in 
the senate. After defeat of the 
measure by a vote of 46 for, 42 
egainst, falling 18 short of the nec- 
essary . two-thirds, Lafollette told 
newspapermen, ‘This is just the be- 
ginning of the fight.” 

Senator Lafoliette represents the 
attitude of serators from the lake 
states other than Illinois, which has 
a special interest in Lake Michigan 
and the diversion of water from. the 
lake for use in the Chicago drainage 
pe caral. 

Representing the Illinois attitude, 
Senator J. Hamilton Lewis, Demo-: 
crat, a leader against ratification, 
said the treaty, wa3 defeated because 
it “violated American rights’ and 
insisted “any proposal to send a new 
treaty to the senate will be of no 
avail unless it renounces the claim 
to Lake Michigan as an international 
‘lake and admits the amount of 
diversion to Chicago is to. be de- 
termined by congress and bs state 
of Illinois.” 

With these reservations, he said, 
the treaty would be approved.

Leary (Lib., Kaslo-Slocan), said in 
the British Columbia legislature, re- 
fetring to the 1932 Doukhobor nudist 
parades in southeastern British Col- 
umbia. He was speaking in the bud- 
get debate. 

“Industry in the Kootenay,” he 
said, “is facing a serious situation 
because of Doukhobor competition. 
Originally: they: came into the prov- 
ince to confine themselves to farm- 
ing, and were a self-contained com- 
munity. 

“Now they have’ gone afield and 
are in ruthless competition with busi- 
ness men of many years’ standing. 

“They neither vote, fight nor obey 
the law. Their standard of living is. 
low and they wish to drag us down 
to that: standard. The time has 
come when a showdown should be 
called for. The patience of people 
in the Kootenays has about reached 
its limit and the sooner something is 
done about this unfair competition 
the sooner we may be in a position 
to consider codes or other features 
of an economic recovery plan sub- 
mitted to the government.”
